It proceeds: “I have notified the 
Jtallans, in Ethlopfa, who are now 
completely.eneireted, that they should 
surrender to save themselves useless 
destruction, Therefore, I chatge you 
solemnly to receive kindly and Pro- 
fect -those Italans who surrens 
der, Do not retallate. wlth the 
cruclty which was inflicted on our 
People but show yourselves honour- 
able, humane soldiers, 

Captive Italians 

“Do not forget that wher vallant 
Ethiopians made Italians captlye at 
battle, they handed them to thelr 
Emperor without doing them any 
harm,. thus earning for Ethiopia 
honour and u good name,” 

When the proclamation was clr- 
culated in the House of Commons, 
the Labour meinbers, Mr Noel Baker, 
suggested that the Government 
publicly express appreciation of the 
“generous and statesmanilke policy 
followed by our Ally, the Emperor 
of Ethiopia, despite the many crueltics 
of Italians against his subjects."

ONSCIENTIOUS objectors ap- 
“~ pearing before the tribunals 
in Britain have revenled some 
strange religious beliefs and 
practices.

Time and 
again through the ages a great 
catastrophe would turn people's 
thoughts in that direction.

“The history of the past 18 months 
has shown how little Germany scru- 
ples to honour the nssurances that 
she gives.”
